left in this world. I don't know 
this lady, but I want to say 
"Thank you" for being so nice 
to my grandson. 


Come on, folks, these paper 


boys trudge through the heat 
and cold to bring you your 
paper; so please be nice to 
them-not only my grandson 
but all of them. Thanks

While we are on the subject I 


should explain just how our 
carrier boy system operates. 


Back in 1929 when we bought 


and consolidated the morning 
Press and evening Star of Hope, 
as Hope Star, we found eight 
boys to be the carrier staff, 
delivering only, for $1.67 per 
boy per week, the office doing 
what collection work there was. 
We added more boys, beefed up 
the office collection system, 
and the circulation position 
improved rapidly in 1980 and 
1931. 


But in 1932 we switched to the 


Little Merchant plan, in which 
the boys handle both collection 
and 
delivery, 
buying at 


wholesale from the newspaper 
company and selling at retail. 
It's the universal system for 
American newspapers today. 
Today's Star carrier averages 
around $10 a week, compared to 
$1.67 in 1929. 


I know of nothing that better 


trains a boy for the adult world 
into which he'll move in a few 
years. He learns how to make 
change, how to meet people and 
make friends—in short, he 
learns the art of salesmanship . 
.. and a good salesman is never 
out of a Job. 


Back in the 1930s I dreamed 


up a Page One feature, "Men of 
Tomorrow"—each article 
showing a carrier's picture and 
telling in his own language his 
experience on a newspaper 
delivery route. 


We are planning to get up a 


roster of all the boys who have 
handled Hope Star routes since 
the present ownership took over 
in 1929—43 years ago. The 
number will probably run close 
to 1,000-many of them being in 
business here today. That 
roster should make interesting 
reading. 
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Quang Tri 
occupied 
by troops

SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 


namese paratroopers and tanks 
forged into the heart of Quang 
Tri City today and seized con- 
trol of two-thirds of the provin- 
cial capital that the North Viet- 
namese captured May 1. 


A huge American air and 


naval armada covered the ad- 
vancingSouth Vietnamese. 


South Vietnamese marines 


were Closing In on the city from 
the east. One task force was re- 
ported to have advanced half a 
mile to the eastern outskirts 
and was a little more than a 
mile east of the Citadel, at the 
center of the city. . 


A second marine task force 


made a helicopter landing 2% 
miles southeast of the city. 


Lt. Col. Do Viet, aapokesman 


for the Saigon command, said 
that elements of a South Viet- 
namese paratroop battalion 
backed by tanks had pushed 
into the northern part of Quang 
Tri a few hours before dawn. 


"They are right next to the 


Citadel," he said. 


Viet reported that resistance 


appeared to be light; although 
the forwardmost troops of the 
battalion were shelled 
by 


107mm rockets and long-range 
130mm guns. 


"We control at least two- 


thirds of the city," Viet told 
newsmen. 


Heavier fighting was reported 


on the southern and eastern 
fringes of the city. Viet report- 
ed 58 North Vietnamese killed 
and eight tanks destroyed on 
the outskirts.

Paratroopers on the southern 


side battled heavy counter- 
attacks Thursday night from 
North Vietnamese forces mak- 
ing a stand in a line of old 
French villas. 


Scores of U.S. Navy Jets from 


7th Fleet carriers off the coast 
scrambled Into the night skies 
to attack the North Vietnam- 
ese, their tanks, artillery and 
automatic weapons. 


It was the first stiff resist- 


ance the South Vietnamese 
paratroopers have encountered 
since they began tightening 
their grip on the southern edges 
of the city three days ago. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Holger Jensen reported that 
South 
Vietnamese 
tanks 


knocked out two Soviet-built 
PT76 light amphibious tanks 
used by the North Vietnamese 
and a paratrooper knocked out 
a third with a hand-fired anti- 
tank missile. 


The other tanks fled into 


heavy thickets. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Dennis Neeld reported that 
South Vietnamese paratroopers 
captured three prisoners, one of 
them seriously wounded.

OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) - A 


hijacker who ordered a Pacific 
Southwest Airlines jetliner 1,000 
miles up and down California, 
collecting $450,000 ransom and 
a parachute en route, surren- 
dered to a one of his hostages 
— a highway patrolman — ear- 
ly today at Oakland Inter- 
. national Airport. 


FBI agent-in-charge Robert 


Gebhardt identified the air pi- 
rate as Francis Goodell, 21, of 
Manassas, Va., AWOL two days 
from the Army. He said mili- 
tary cards were found on Goo- 
dell, including one from Ft. Ri- 
tey, Kan. The entire 1450,000 
was recovered, Gebhardt said. 


It was the second hijacking 


for PSA, an intrastate airline, 
in two days. On Wednesday 
FBI agents stormed aboard a 
PSA jetliner at San Francisco 
International Airport, tolling 
two hijackers who had de- 
manded $$90,000 in ransom and 
escape to Siberia. A passenger 
was shot in kitted by one of the 
hijackers, the FBI said, and 
two other passengers were 


wounded. 


The Oakland air pirate gave 


up his guns to California High- 
way Patrol Capt. Lloyd T. 
Turner, who he held as a hos- 
tage on the flight. 


"He (the hijacker) started to 


act rather nervous and pur- 
suant to suggestions, with the 
captain and the pilot talking to 
him together and individually 
— after 2% hours — he finally 


surrendered his weapons and 
surrendered to the FBI," Geb- 
hardt said. 


Turner, a passenger on the 


flight, had volunteered to stay 
aboard the three-engined jetlin- 
er as a hostage with three 
crewmen after the jet's 53 oth- 
er passengers and crew were 
allowed off in San Diego. Ear- 
lier reports that there were two 
passengers being held as hos- 


tage were erroneous, the FBI 
said. 


U.S. Atty. James Browning 


Jr. authorized a complaint for 
air piracy against Goodell and 
recommended $100,000 bail. 


The Boeing 727-100, originally 


with with 58 persons aboard in- 
cluding the hijacker, was seized 
while on a short flight Thurs- 
day from Oakland to Sacra- 
mento.

Unemployment drops 
Another lump in 
U.S. food prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) —A re- 


newed surge in livestock and 
meat prices led an over-all rise 
of five-tenths of one per cent in 
wholesale prices of food and in- 
dustrial products in June, the 
government said today. The 
unemployment rate dropped 
during the month. 


It was the second straight 


substantial monthly price in- 
crease, following a three-fifths 
of one per cent hike in May for 
the largest two-month increase 
since last January and Febru- 
ary. 


The Labor Department also 


reported that the nation's 
unemployment rate dropped 
from 5.9 to 5.5 per cent of the 
work force last month for the 
lowest figure in more than a 
year and a half. The improve- 
ment was entirely due to sea- 
sonal factors. 


But the actual total of jobless 


Americans climbed 1.1 million 
to 5.4 million in the annual 
summer flood of school young- 
sters seeking work. 


Because the rise in the work 


force was not as large as ex- 
pected, the department's Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics figured 
it as a decline in the jobless 
rate on a seasonal basis. 


Livestock prices climbed 4.7 


per cent, poultry rose 6.9 per 
cent and processed meats, 
poultry and Fish rose 3.6 per 
cent, the report on wholesale 
prices said. 


Industrial raw materials rose 


three-tenths of one per cent and 
consumer-finished goods—those 
ready for retail markets—in- 
creased five-tenths of one per 
cent. 


The increases pushed the 


government's Wholesale Price 
Index up to 118.8 of its 1967 
base, meaning that it cost 
wholesalers $118.80 in June for 
every $100 worth of goods five 
years ago. The index was 3.9 
per cent above a year ago. 


The report said wholesale 


prices had climbed at an an- 
nual rate of 5.3 per cent in the 
seven months so far of Presi- 
dent Nixon's Phase 2 wage- 
price controls, a larger in- 


Rash of burglaries 
ends in 3 arrests 


City and county law enforcement officers apparently 


solved a rash of recent burglaries—one of which had not 
even been reported. 


Within the past four days, about 10 local businesses had 


been burglarized, and more than $200 reported stolen. 
Last night, a majority of the stolen money was 
recovered, and three teenage suspects were arrested and 
charged with the crimes. 


One suspect, according to law officers, was ap- 


prehended near the Brookwood School, hiding money in 
an old pump house. Two other suspects were arrested 
later at their homes in the vicinity. Two of the youths 
were 15, and one was 13. 


According to the officers, the youths admitted 


breaking into 10 local businesses—Hope Pawn Shop, 
York Furniture, City Lumber Company, OK Barber 
Shop, City Recreation Hall, Cox Drug, City Cleaners, the 
office of Dr. Phil Manus, McClain's Cleaners, and the 
Hempstead County Library. Officers said one of the 
burglaries had not been reported. 


The three youths were charged with breaking and 


entering and will be turned over to juvenile authorities 
today.

policemen Reid Clark, Bill Haltom, Ronnie Stovall, and 
Richard Rowe, and Hempstead County Sheriff Henry 
Sinyard.

The report listed increases 


for gasoline, electric power and 
some other fuels; wood prod- 
ucts; motor vehicle parts; ma- 
chinery; textiles, clothing and 
shoes; paper products; rubber 
and plastics; drugs and paint. 


There were price declines for 


natural gas; major household 
appliances; 
television 
sets; 


chemicals, and glass. 


The price of fruits and vege- 


tables increased nine-tenths of 
one per cent; eggs were up 1.4 
per cent and sugar rose four- 
tenths. 


There were declines of seven- 


tenths of one per cent for milk; 
1.8 per cent for over-all dairy 
products and seven-tenths of 
one per cent for vegetable oils. 


The report on unemployment 


said the jobless rate for men 
declined from 4.3 to 4 per cent 
with a total of 1.9 million. The 
rate for women dropped from 
5.9 to 5.5 per cent with a total 
of 1.6 million and the rate for 
teen-agers declined from 15.7 to 
14.5 per cent with a total of 1.9 
million. 


It said the total number of 


employed Americans declined 
about 170,S?)ljft*;7mmion,but 
seasonal faCtora changed this to 
a rise of more than 2 million 
because the total usually drops 
much more in June.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla.(AP)- 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy will 
still have "first refusal" on the 
vice presidential nomination if 
Sen. George McGovem cap- 
tures the Democratic presiden- 
tial nod, sources close to the 
South Dakota senator said to- 
day. 


Despite Kennedy's repeated 


statements he won't be avail- 
able, the offer will probably be 
made because polls show he 
would strengthen a McGovern- 
led ticket, the sources said. 


The sources discounted the 


value of polls ordered by 
McGovern on other possible 
running mates, declaring it is 
impossible to measure the val- 
ue of possible candidates who 
are not so well known, such as 
Govs. Reubin Askew of Florida 
and Dale Bumpers of Arkansas. 
Both have been mentioned by 
McGovem as leading possi- 
bilities.

The expedited farm 
program payments are made

procedures inaugurated in 1970 
by ASCS. The action enabled 
farmers to receive the entire 
payment due them in the 1970 
and 1971 programs six to eight 
weeks earlier than ever before. 


These early payments help 


many producers reduce their 
need for long term credit and 
cut the amount of interest paid.

Wallace out of hospital 


/Musfcift-JMcGovern 
deal reportedly 
fell through 


SILVER SPRING, Md. (AP) 


— George C. Wallace ended 54 
days of hospitalization today 
with thanks to those who 
"saved my life" and sped to- 
ward resumption of his gover- 
norship in Alabama and his 
quest for the presidency in 
Miami Beach. 


"I feel good, I feel great," 


Wallace declared. 


The disabled governor was 


pushed in his wheelchair to a 
limousine amidst the applause 


of several score spectators for 
a motorcade to nearby An- 
drews Air Force Base and the 
flight south in an Air Force 
hospital plane. 


But Wallace, wounded May 15 


at a political rally in Laurel, 
Md., first paused briefly to 
thank government and hospital 
officials and staff members for 
the care they accorded him. 


In an accompanying written 


statement at Holy Cross Hospi- 
tal Wallace said "Sister Helen 


Marie, the doctors, sisters and 
staff of the hospital will always 
hold a very dear place in my 
heart. They saved my life, and 
I wish God's blessings to all of 
them." 


As he shook hands with hospi- 


tal staffers and other well-wish- 
ers, and saluted toward news 
photographers, 
it 
almost 


seemed as if he were already 
back on the campaign trail for 
the Democratic 
presidential 


nomination. 


McGovern is running a 
campaign of volunteers 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 


When the wife of Owen Dontey, 
Sen. 
George McGovem's con- 


vention coordinator, came to 
work one morning this week, 
she 
found 
her 
10-year-old 


daughter Shana running the 
switchboard. 


It was another indication that 


the front-running South Dakota 
senator, who has the most ex- 
pensive logistical operation in 
this Democratic National Con- 
vention city, still depends heav- 
ily on volunteers — young ones, 
especially. 


McGovern even has a Youth 


Center for his volunteers, a 
rented ballroom in a south 
Miami Beach hotel where the 
young nondelegates can get to- 
gether and meet with dele- 
gates. 


Donley, a 48-year-old lawyer 


from South Dakota who was 
McGovem's administrative as- 
sistant for eight years, began 
planning the senator's Miami 
Beach setup five months ago — 
at a time when McGovem's 


presidential prospects didn't 
look too good. 


As his chances have im- 


proved, their planning has es- 
calated. Their first request to 
Democratic officials was for 60 
hotel rooms; it went up to 160 
even before the New Hamp- 
shire primary and has been 
growing steadily. 


By the end of this week, 


McGovern staff workers and 
volunteers will be scattered 
through 550 hotel rooms in nine 
different Miami Beach hotels. 
Only Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine has-more. 


By contrast, Sen. Hubert H. 


Humphrey of Minnesota, one of 
McGovem's chief rivals, has 
cut back his room requests 
from 450 to 274. 


"The plans changed as the 


political situation did," said 
Wayne Paris, a 30-year-old St. 
Paul attorney, who is running 
th^Jfigphreyoperatldrt.

All of the candidates — from 


McGovern to Rep. Shirley Chi- 
sholm — have offices in the ho-

McGovem has his own tele- 


phone system — so do Humph- 
rey and Muskie,—and the big- 
gest transportation fleet of any 
of the candidates: 50 cars, five 
station wagons, four large 
boats, four small boats, four 
buses and two limousines.

CIA is trying hand at rainmaking

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Central Intelligence Agency has 
tried rainmaking over the Ho 
Chi Minh trail of Southern Laos 
but with only indifferent re- 
sults, military sources report. 


The CIA declined comment 


on the reports, which indicated 
the experiments were con- 
ducted in past dry seasons 
along with other U.S. efforts to 
hinder supply truck movements 
from North Vietnam to commu- 
nist troops in South Vietnam 
and Cambodia. 


The sources hinted the CIA's 


operations, which presumably 
involved seeding clouds with 
silver-iodide crystals or other 
compounds, were carried out 
by the CIA's own aircraft and 
by Air Force planes assigned to 
work with the agency. 


At 
his 
news conference 


Thursday, Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird said his de- 
partment "is not and has not 
been engaged in any weather- 
modification programs or activ- 
ities over North Vietnam." 


Laird omitted any mention of 


Laos, Cambodia or South Viet- 
nam. When asked about this, he 
told reporters: "I'm not going 
to discuss further operations 
... along that line." 


From time to time, some 


members of Congress and of 
the scientific community have 
expressed uneasiness over re- 
ported ventures by the United 
States into weather warfare.

researching in this field at least

Saying "I came to 
play," he philosophically ac- 
cepted the first postponement 
when Fischer didn't show.

Gallbladder stones

Dear Dr. Lamb—My wife 


spent several days in the 
hospital h a v i n g multiple 
X rays. After two X rays, 
they said thej^couldri't.-find 
her gallbladder, that it was 
clogged up with stones. I 
thought that the X ray would 
show bones, stones or solid 
materials. What is your opin- 
ion of this? Please advise if 
there is any medicine for 
gallstones. 


Dear Reader—It is fairly 


common for a "nonfunction- 
ing gallbladder" not to show 
on X rays. The way a gall- 
bladder X ray is done is to 
have the person take some 
pills which have a dye in 
them which will show up on 
the X ray. This dye material 
is absorbed by the blood- 
stream and filtered out by 
the liver, eventually being 
carried by the bile and 
stored in the 
gallbladder. 


Now if the gallbladder is dis- 
eased too badly, the bile will 
flow on out through the bile 
duct into the intestines and 
there won't be any storage 
of bile in the 
gallbladder. 


When this occurs since no 
dye reaches the gallbladder 
it can't be seen on the X ray. 


If the reason the gallblad- 


der is not functioning is be- 
cause it has stones in it, 
sometimes these stones can 
be seen, but it depends on 
what kind of stones they are. 
If they are stones that con- 
tain minerals in them like 
that found in bones, then 
they will be seen on the X 
ray. Some stones, however, 
are made of cholesterol and 
contain no minerals. These 
do not cause any shadows by 
X ray. These stones look like 
clear spots or holes in the 
gallbladder 
filled with the 


dye that is opaque to X rays.

But if the gallbladder doesn't 
fill and it has translucent 
stones in it, it will not show 
up on the X ray. 


There are really no good 


medicines 'that will-dissolve' 
stones " in the gallbladder. 
There are some recent stud- 
ies on this problem that sug- 
gest that some stones may 
be dissolved but this needs 
further study before general 
use. Most medicines given 
for gallbladder disease are 
for relief of symptoms. If 
there are a number of stones 
in the gallbladder, surgery 
is usually indicated. 
* * * 


You may have a dental 


problem after a rear-end 
auto collision. When the head 
snaps back, the mouth flies 
open then snaps shut abrupt- 
ly. This can cause stretch- 
ing or tearing of muscles and 
ligaments that control the 
lower paw. When this occurs 
there is pain on chewing 
and limitation in opening the 
mouth or in the movements 
of the jaw. The problem is 
treated much like any other 
sprained joint. The muscles 
must be treated with special 
exercises designed to regain 
normal range of function. 
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If you think "doing your 


taxes" to meet the April 15 
deadline took a lot of time, 
you have no idea how bad it 
really is. It takes the aver- 
age American 117 days to get 
his tax payments out of the 
way. 


That is, he has to work 117 


days this year, to e a r n 
enough to pay his 1972 fed- 
eral, state and local taxes, 
according to the Tax Foun- 
dation.

though, because Melvin Hen- 
rod, average American, has 
all the rest of his time com- 
mitted, to pay for the neces- 
sities of life and a few of the 
amenities. 


Putting it on a daily basis, 


the Tax Foundation calcu- 
l a t e s Melvin's eight-hour 
working day divides up as 
follows to pay for the things 
that keep body and soul to- 
gether in the Henrod family:

You will notice that this 


adds up to eight hours of 
solid working time, with no 
allowance for coffee breaks, 
lunch or going down the hall 
to comb his hair. This may 
explain why Melvin, the all-

out, more of Melvin's work- 
ing day goes to paying off 
the tax collectors than for 
buying the family's food, 
clothing and shelter.

Notice, also, that the tax 


collectors get eight times as 
much of Melvin's pay as the 
family spends on recreation. 
This is probably why Mel- 
vin's m o r a l e and muscle 
tone are low, and why his 
doctor keeps telling him he 
should get more 
exercise. 


That bulge around his mid- 
dle is known as "tax flab." 


Arithmetic tells us t h a t 


two hours and 34 minutes, as 
a portion of an eight-hour 
day, comes to 32 per cent. 
The fact that he s p e n d s 
roughly one-third of each 
working day earning enough 
money to pay his taxes may 
explain why Melvin gets red 
in the face and starts waving 
his arms around when you 
mention the word "taxes." 


It is a condition aggra- 


vated by the recent disclos- 
ures that 112 citizens enjoy- 
ing annual incomes of more 
than $200,000 paid no federal 
income tax in 1970—the lat- 
est tally of "zero taxpayers."

"Nothing comparable to this 


has been undertaken by reli- 
gious leadership anytime be- 
fore," says the Rev. Jack Cas- 
sidy, head of the staff of the 
specially formed agency, Reli- 
gious and Community Leaders 
Concerned— RCLC. 


It has headquarters on the 


third floor of a bank building at 
the corner of Washington Ave- 
nue and Lincoln Road, a block 
from Convention Hall. An inter- 
denominational crew of 350 vol- 
unteers are taking part in the 
operation. 


"Our objective Is to help 


maintain peace and stability, to 
provide a community atmos- 
phere that wi'i facilitate the 
democratic process and support 
all participants, delegates as 
well as dissenting groups, in 
the exercise of their first- 
amendment rights," the Rev.

Actor Brandon DeWilde dies 


LAKEWOOD, Colo. (AP) — 


As the stranger who helped his 
father rides off into the bleak 
frontier plain, the tousle-haired 
boy shouts after him, "Shane? 
Shane, come back!" 


That scene at the end of the 


1953 film classic "Shane" re- 
mains for many one of the 
most moving in Westerns, and 
it secured a lasting fame for its 
child star, Brandon de Wilde. 


De Wilde, 30, died Thursday 


evening of injuries suffered 


several hours earlier in a traf- 
fic accident in this Denver sub- 
urb. He had recently completed 
an appearance here in a stage 
production of "Butterflies Are 
Free." 


The Brooklyn-born actor who 


lived in Century City, Calif., 
was alone in a van truck when 
it glanced off a guard rail dur- 
ing a heavy rainstorm and 
slammed into a parked con- 
struction trailer.

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De Wilde was pinned in the 


wreckage. He suffered a broken 
neck, back and leg. He died 
four hours later in a Denver 
hospital. 


De Wilde's career had waned 


somewhat in recent years. He 
started out as a 7-year-old in 
1950 with a Broadway debut in 
Carson McCuller's "Member of 
the Wedding" that won critical 
raves. 


That performance led to the 


role in "Shane," in which he 
played an 
impressionable 


youngster learning the meaning 
of violence on the plains of 
Wyoming during the American 
frontier. 


Because he continued to look 


younger than his age, he often 
played a similar role in later 
motion pictures, notably "Hud" 
in 1963, in which he portrayed a 
teen-ager growing up in the 
shadow 
of

strong-willed 


uncle. 


Other film credits included 


roles in !'Blue Denim," "All 
Fall Down," "The Deserter," 
"In Harm's Way," and "Those 
Calloways." He starred in his 
own television series, "Jamie," 
in 1953 and 1954. 


Although he was born into a 


show business family, De Wilde 
got his own start quite by acci- 
dent. A friend of his parents, 
actor Frederic de Wilde and ac- 
tress Eugenia Wilson, was look- 
ing for a young boy to play in 
"Member of the Wedding." 


Brandon, then a student at 


Baldwin Public School in Bald- 
win. N.Y., auditioned. Despite a 
shaky try out, he won the part 
and then almost stole the show 
from Julie Harris and Ethel 
Waters. 


Jimmy takes from 10 to 15 pills 
a day (some children as many 
as 44 per day).

said Baker will be the first one 
on a permanent basis, probably 
spending two to three years in 
the country. 


Top State Department offi- 


cials have repeatedly told con- 
gressional committees the ad- 
ministration intended to appoint 
a black diplomat to the embas- 
sy in South Africa at an appro- 
priate time. 


Bray told the news confer- 


ence Thursday that the depart- 
ment does not expect Baker to 
be subject to any restrictions in 
South Africa, where the govern- 
ment's official policy is separa- 
tion of blacks and whites.
